LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
The accused assassin of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy was stand- 
ing with a girl and had a 

“very sick looking smile on 
his face’ when he opened fire 
on’ the senator, a grand jury 
was told. 

The testimony, made public 
today said Sirhan B.- Sirhan 
was standing with a girl ‘‘on 
tray stacker’ about four to 
six inches off.the floor in a 
pantry area of the Ambassa- 
dor Hotel where Kennedy was 
shot early June 5, moments 
after he claimed victory in 
the California presidential-pri- 
mary. 

“As he got down, he (Sir- 
han) was smiling,” hotel 
waiter Vincent Thomas di 
Pierro testified. ‘‘In fact the 
minute’ the first two shots 
-were fired, he still had a very 
sick looking smile on his face. 
That's. one thing I can never 
forget.”

Di. Pierro said, “the only 
reason I noticed him (Sirhan) 
was because there was a very 
good looking girl next to him. 
After the shooting I did not 
see her.” 

The witness said the girl 
with Sirhan was wearing a

“She had dark hair, that 
was cut, I would say, just 
above the shoulders.

Arabs Say Israel 


Forces 


Placed — 
On Alert 


AMMAN, Jordan (AP) 
— Reports reaching Am- 
man and Beirut said today 
that Israeli forces are mass- 
ing for a big new. attack 
on Jordan. 


There was no confirmation or 
comment from Israel. 

Reports to Amman from the 
Israeli-occupied west bank of 
the River Jordan and a report 
in the Lebanese newspaper Al 
Nahar said all Israeli armed 
forces have been placed on the 
alert, reserves have been told to 
join their units, and the as- 
sembling. of Israeli troops can 
be seen all along -the hills 
overlooking the Jordan Valley. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban at a news. conference 
Wednesday intimated his gov- 
ernment might negotiate separ- 
ately with the Palestine Arab 
community if attémpts to reach 
a permanent peace settlement 
with the Arab states fails. He 
deseribed Israeli contacts with 
the Arab community in the 
occupied areas as “admirable.” 

Al Nahar, however, reported 
that Israeli helicopters hovered 
over the town of Salt, on the 
east. bank of the Jordan, and 
dropped leaflets Wednesday 
afternoon warning of an im- 
pending strike.

UNITED NATIONS (CP) 
The General Assembly gave its 
approval Wednesday. to a draft 
treaty to ban the spread of nu- 
clear weapons, hailed by. its 
sponsors as a major step to- 
ward making the world safer. 

The treaty, which will be 
opened for signatures. at once, 
was approved by a vote of 95 to 
4 with 21 abstentions, Canada 
was one of the strongest back- 
ers of the treaty. 

The wording in the treaty was 
changed from ‘“éndorse” to 
“commend.”"This enabled coun- 
tries to support the treaty with- 
out undertaking any commit- 
“ment to sign it. 

Earlier in the day the 124-na- 
tion assembly approved a soft- 
ened resolution on South-West 
Africa which in effect turned 
back to the 15-nation Security 
Council the. problem of how to 
get South Africa to yield control 
of the former German colony. 

That vote was 96 to 2 with 18 
abstentions, The abstainers in- 
clude Canada and four other 
council members—the United 
States, .Britain, France and 
Denmark, 

The two topics had_ been 
under debate since late in April 
when the General Assembly re- 
sumed its 22nd session, which 
started last Sept. 19 and was ad- 
journed Dec, 19, 


SPEAKS TO ASSEMBLY 


President. Johnson spoke to 
the assembly just after the vote 
commending the non-prolifera- 
tion treaty, which he called “‘the 
most important _ international 
agreement in the field of dis- 
armament since the nuclear age 
began.” 

There was little advance 
warning of the U.S. president's 
visit, for security reasons. 

Johnson pledged that the U.S. 
would begin “‘early discussions 
on the limitation of strategic of- 
fensive and defensive nuclear 
weapons systems.” 

He said the treaty, in addition 
to barring transfer of nuclear 
weapons among signatories, 
commits the nuclear. powers to 
redouble their efforts to end the 
nuclear arms race and achieve 
nuclear disarmament and “will 
insure equitable sharing of the 
peaceful uses of nuclear energy, 
under effective safeguards, for 
the benefit of all nations,” 

The draft treaty was proposed 
§ointly by the Soviet Union and 
the United States, and they 
have been joined by Britain in 
pledging to give Security Coun- 
cil assurances protecting non- 
nuclear powers. against nuclear 
attack or blackmail. 


APPLAUDS TREATY 

Speaking after Johnson, So- 
viet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Vasily V. Kuznetsoy called en- 
dorsement of the treaty “a 
major step towards the lessen- 
ing of the threat of devastating 
nuclear war and the achieve- 
ment of a more secure and reli- 
able peace.” 

Lord Caradon of Britain said 
the non-proliferation treaty fol- 
lows naturally the’ limited test 
ban treaty and the treaty bar- 
ring nuclear weapons from 
outer space, agreed upon ear- 
lier. 

The treaty goes into force 


when approved. by the govern- 
ments of its three nuclear-weap- 
ons sponsors and 40 other coun- 
tries.

UN Passes Draft Pact

Russ-U.S. 
Treaty 
_ Approved 


WASHINGTON (UPI — 
The U.S.-Soviet consular con- 
vention, first bilateral treaty 
between the two nations since 
the Russian revolution, was 
formally concluded today in 
ceremonies in the east room 
of the White House. 

With President Johnson. 
looking on, Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk and Soviet Ambas- 
sader Anatoly F. Dobrynin 
exchanged “instruments of. 
ratification.” That act meant 
the treaty will go into effect 
in 30 days—on July 153. 

The pact will provide better 
protection for American tour- 
ists and businessmen travel- 
ling in Russia, and also lay 
the groundwork for future 
U.S. consulates in the Soviet 
Union and Soviet constilates in 
major cities in the United 
States. 

The treaty ..takes...the-—un- 
usual step of extending diplo-. 
matic immunity to each 
nation’s consular representa- 
tives. 

This last provision drew 
considerable criticism in Con-. 
gress from lawmakers who 
expressed fear the treaty 
would permit Soviet espionage 
agents to operate under the 
cover of consular representa- 
tives and be immune from 
prosecution. 

The Johnson administration 
won Senate approval of the 
treaty March 16, 1967, after 
eight days of heated debate. 


After the assembly adjourned, 
Britain, the Soviet Union and 
the United States asked for an 
early ‘meeting of the Security 
Council to approve a resolution 
they have drafted to pledge pro- 
tection against nuclear attack to 
non-nuclear countries adhering 
to the treaty. 

Canada, which participated in 
the seven years of UN disarma- 
ment committee negotiations in 
Geneva which eventually 
brought about the draft non-pro- 
liferation treaty, backed it 
strongly during debate here. 

The treaty, somewhat 
strengthened to meet criticisms, 
was commended by the political 
committee Monday by a vote of 
92 to 4, with 22 abstentions, and 
sent on the plenary session for 
Wednesday's vote. 

External Affairs Minister 
Mitchell Sharp praised the draft 
treaty during an April 30 speeéh 
to the United Nations and E. L. 
M. Burns, Canada’s chief nego-

Whether a secondary purpose 
might be an attempt to force the 
abandonment of West Berlin as a 
“showcase of capitalism” is more 
doubtful. Since the building of the 
Berlin Wall seven years ago, this 
aspect of West Berlin has not been 
very~important as East Germans 
have largely been shielded from its 
bourgeois contamination. The new

They have been working through the 
Western Agriculture Conference of the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture. Last 
month they. came up with their demands. 
These include a floor price at $2.12 per 
bushel plus an additional $1 a bushel for 
all the wheat sold for domestic consump- 
tion. In a normal year, Canadians eat 
about 50,000,000 bushels of wheat, or 
about 10 per cent of a low average 
Prairie crop. © 

For almost 20 years, the wheat 
farmers have claimed that they have 


“been subsidizing Canadian bread eaters. 


‘The prices paid for most of the crop are 
based on international wheat agree- 
ments, These agreements are commit- 
ments by foreign countries to purchase 
certain quantities of wheat within a 
range of fixed prices. 

Wheat growers claim that Canadian 
millers have no price or quantity 
commitments but buy their wheat at the 
Wheat Board minimum price which is 
only available to countries with con- 
tracts. They claim Canadian consumers 
should pay a much higher non-wheat- 
agreement world price. The farmers 
have now. put that price at $1 a bushel 
more than the floor price and say that it 
should be raised by increasing the price 
of bread by two cents per loaf.

Trudeau made the statements 
in Toronto before teaving by 
chartered jet for a day's 
campaigning today in Prince 
Edward Island and in the Cape 
Breton region of Noval Scotia.

Without meaning to 
offend Bowman, it must be said that Ruel was the better 
professional prospect. 

Until an unfortunate eye injury curtailed his career, Ruel 
geemed intent on becoming the first five-footsfive defenceman 
ever to play in the NHL. He would have made it, too, because 
he had the hunger and determination along with other on-ice 
talents.

And that’s where the Fern- 
wood Ladies came in. They :call 
themselves ladies rather than 
just women . because although 
half of them are on welfare and 
almost ail have experienced 


some family troubles, they aim 
to maintain a ladylike manner 
in meeting their problems. 

They came together through a 


mutual associa with . the 
Family ahd '< *s Service 
and Children’s. Aid workers at 
the field office at Fernwood and 
Gladstone. Like. the fhothers of 
the better known Low Income 
Group, they’re a self-help organ- 
ization, pooling their efforts to 
give each other a.break from 
housework, in’ painting bees, or 
canvassing for the Red Shield. 

Sometimes they just get to- 
gether to swap ways of stretch- 
ing a pound of hamburger to 
feed a houseful of kids. 

It. was their vice-president 
Mrs. June Akehurst who spent 
four° hours on the phone 
marshalling the Fernwood Lad- 
ies to help Val. She was on the 
verge of giving up her new baby 
to adoption. 


Nat any more, The Fernwood 
gals came up with a chester- 
field, dishes, bedding; curtains, 
pots, Pans, even some baby 
toys.

‘Heart Bank’ Advanced 


MONTREAL (CP) — A small 
team of researchers led by Dr. 
Sylvain Pitzele of Montreal has 
designed and developed a ma- 
chine it claims can keep the 
hearts of dead animals intact 
and functional up to 14 hours, 

Dr. Pitzele, who heads a 
McGill University and Royal 
Victoria, Hospital team that in- 
cludes his wife Annette, said 
Wednesday the new machine 
preserves the heart and evalu- 
ates it for workload capacity, 
biochemical characteristics ahd 
recipient suitability. 

He said in an interview exper- 
iments will be conducted this 
week to attempt preserving the 
heart for as long as 24 to 36 
hours. This may be achieved be- 
fore the end of the summer 

The machine was able to 
make the heart “‘work,”’ simu- 
lating: the performance of the 
heart of a person who is walk-| 
ing, running, exercising or rest- 
ing. 

Dr. Pitzele said the experi- 
ments bring closer to reality a 
heart bank for transplant opera- 
tions, 

WIFE HELPS 

The researcher, who claims 
his machine is the first and only 
one of its kind, began working 
on the project three years ago 
assisted by his wife, 

‘When operating and experi- 
menting with animal hearts, Dr. 
Pitzele is in his lab from’6 a.m. 
to midnight. 

He has an Aug. 15 deadline to 
submit reports of the first phase 
of his experiments to McGill 
University, where he is: taking 
his doctorate in experimental 
surgery. 

He is collaborating with Dr. 
A. R. C. Dobell, in charge of 
clinical surgery for the project 
at the Royal Victoria. 

The Pitzeles, both ‘born in Bel- 
gium, came to. Montreal from 
Houston, Tex., where Dr Pit- 
zele worked for Dr. Michael E. 


Dr. Pitzele said the process of 
removing an animal’s heart and 
maintaining it in the machine 
requires constant supervision: 

When the heart is in the ma- 
chine, evaluation tests must be 
tun every hour and drugs must 
be administered at short, regu- 
lar intervals. 

The team hopes to preserve a! 
heart for-24 hours by the end of| 
the summer “but going farther | 
than that depends on whether] 
we can solve some financial and| 
personnel problems,” Dr. Pit- 
zele said. : 


The project is supported by 
grants from the Canadian Heart 
Foundation and the Medical Re- 
search Council. Last year’s 
grants totalled $25,000.

LONDON. (UPI) — James 
Earl Ray had a terrible tour 
of Europe. 

The accysed assassin of 
Martin Luther King Jr.

bathroom in a London hotel.

Avoid Police State 
On Passports—Sharp 


REGINA (CP) — Procedures 
for obtaining. Canadian pass- 
ports may have to be tightened 
in some areas, External Affairs 
Minister Sharp said Wednesday, 
“but we don’t want a police 
state.” 

Sharp, on an election cam- 
paign trip to Regina and 
southeastern Saskatchewan, 
said at a press conference that 
there is no substance to claims 
in some U.S. _ publications that 


Canadian passports are “‘ridicu- 
lously easy” to obtain. 


He said he hopes to have a 
report .when he returns_ to 
Ottawa on an inquiry into how 
James Earl Ray obtained two 
Canadian passports. 

Sharp said, ‘‘We have to make 
sure criminals don’t get pass- 
ports, but we don’t want a 
police state. We don’t want to 
interfere with the free move- 
ment of Canadians about the 
world.”

CAMPBELL RIVER — 
Summer time here means 
fish. Tourists pour in, ringing 
up more, than $2 million on ‘the 
cash registers and drift away 
again, clutching their salmon 
under their arms.

The accused assassin of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy was stand- 
ing with a girl and had a 
“very sick looking smile on 
his face” when he opened fire 
on the senator, a grand jury 
was_ told. 

The testimony, made public 
today said Sirhan B. Sirhan 
was standing with a girl ‘‘on a 
tray stacker’ about four to 
six inches off the floor in a 
pantry area of the Ambassa- 
dor Hotel where Kennedy was 
shot early June 5, moments 
after he claimed victory in 
the California presidential pri- 
mary. 

“As he got down, he (Sir- 
han) was smiling,” hotel 
waiter Vincent Thomas di 
Pierro testified, “In fact the 
minute the first two. shots 
were fired, he still had a very 
sick looking smile on his face.
